SHANGHAI,

Americans were endangered today 
when Japanese war ships shelled 
the city of Kiuklang, ISS miles 
south of Hankow on the Tang tee 
river. 
American naval authorities re­ 
ported that IO Americans failed 
to board the U. S. gunboat Mdno- 
cacy when it moved up the river 
to a point three 
miles beyond 
Kiuklang.

The Monocacy lay in the path 
of Japanese bombing planes as the 
Japanese infantry drove on K iu- 
kiang. 
Forced Bask 
Japanese naval authorities said 
that the gunboat had attempted 
to niove far above Kiuklang and 
get clear of the danger sone, but 
was forced to turn back because 
of Chinese mines in the Yangtse 
river. 
Then, according to the Japanese, 
the Monocacy anchored three miles 
above Kiuklang, the next objec­ 
tive in Japan’s march on the capi­ 
ta1- 
It was believed that a British 
gunboat, 
the 
Cockchafar, 
was 
maneuvering in the same vicinity. 
The Japanese expressed gratili- 
cation th at foreign naval authori­ 
ties had ‘‘acquiesced’’ to their de­ 
mands to get out of the danger 
zone, but there was no indication 
that America, British and other 
foreign naval officers had done so. 
Defied Edict 
It was recalled that Just a month 
ago Admiral H arry E. Yarnell, com­ 
mander of the United States Ast­ 
atic fleet, flatly refused a Japanese 
request to get American warships 
off the Yangtse. 
There 
were indications 
th at 
American and other neutral naval 
authorities would reject the Jap 
anese request th at they evacuate 
and paint their warships red so that 
they could be easily distinguished 
by Japanese aviators. 
American navy men said, the 
United -States 
policy 
was 
not 
changed. It was, in effect: 
‘‘We will avoid danger whenever 
possible. 
But we 
will 
protect 
Americans a t any cost.” 
Deny Claims 
American 
officers 
denied 
the 
Japanese assertions that the Mon­ 
ocacy was forced to turn back down 
the Yangtse above Kiuklang be­ 
cause of Chinese mines. 
It was 
known, however, that the Chinese 
have laid many mine* in the Yang­ 
tse. 
The Japanese said only three 
days ago that they had removed 
close to 300 mines as far up the 
ri er as Jukow, which is HO miles 
from Hankow. 
Meanwhile, the Japanese military 
machine moved closer and closer to 
Kiuklang. 
Capture 
of 
the 
city 
would place the Japanese about 135 
miles from Hankow. 
From Kiuki- 
ang Japanese planes could easily 
fly to Hankow, drop bombs and Re­ 
turn to their base.

Woman Screams 
Defiance At 
Court’s Ruling 


LOS ANGELES, July ll.—(UP) 
—Anna Laura Barnett, widow of 
Jackson Barnett, aged Creek Indian 
oil millionaire, threatened today in 
federal court to “use a gun and a 
knife” on any agents who attem pt 
to carry out an order to evict her 
from the spacious home she has 
occupied since her husband’s death. 
Raising her voice to a shrill 
scream, Mrs. Barnett angrily de­ 
fied Judge William P. James when 
he informed her she must vacate 
the residence within 30 days. 
“You might as well make It to­ 
morrow,” she shouted, “because I’m 
not going to vacate in 30 days or 
a t any other time. 
I’ll use a gun 
and a knife.” 
“The supreme court has ruled 
that you were not legally married 
to Jackson Barnett, that he was 
incompetent,” the judge said mildly. 
"Incompetent, 
poppycock,” 
she 
snorted. 
"He made his living, and 
there are 30,000,000 Americans that 
can’t make theirs.” 
Marriage “Invalid” 
Mrs. Barnett, whose 
1 3-year-old 
marriage to the aged Indian was 
declared invalid only a month be­ 
fore he died, had filed an answer 
to the government’s show cause or­ 
der, in which she contended that 
she had purchased the home with 
her own money 
earned 
in 
real 
estate transactions. She also in­ 
sisted th at under California law 
any person who occupies property 
for five years and pays taxes is 
entitled to title. 
"I am the widow of Jackson Bar­ 
nett and as his survivor, I ahi en­ 
titled to his estate,” she stormed 
“This court hasn’t any Jurisdiction 
now or it never did have to deprive 
me of my rights.’’ 
After the brief hearing was over, 
Mrs. B arnett turned on a photo­ 
grapher in a 
rage, 
grabbed 
his 
camera and flung it down on the 
floor of the corridor. 
"You are all a bunch of gang­ 
sters and you are a big gangster 
yourself," she cried.

WASHINGTON, July ll.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt was expect­ 
ed today to defer until Congress 
convenes In January his third op­ 
portunity to appoint a Justice to 
the Supreme Court for the va­ 
cancy caused by the death of Ju s­ 
tice Benjamin Nathan Cardoxo. 
Because there is no pressing need 
to replace Cardoxo immediately, it 
was believed th at the President 
would not make a recess appoint­ 
ment although th at method has 
been approved by Attorney General 
Homer S. Cummings. 
While the 
president can make an appointment 
during a congressional recess, the 
nominee still would be subject to 
the 
Senate’s 
approval 
when 
it 
convenes. 
Much Speculation 
While

mourned the death of one of the 
nation's 
most 
distinguished 
Jur­ 
ists, speculation on his successor 
began immediately. 
The list of 
potential nominees remains about

LE BOURGET AIRPORT, France, July ll.—(UP)— 
Howard Hughes, American sportsman-aviator, landed his 
big two-engined "scientific” plane on Le Bourget field to­ 
day, the second time in history that the flight across the 
Atlantic to this airport has been made non-stop. 
Hughes made the trip in the phenomenal time of 16 houri 
and 38 minutes. 
He more than cut in half the time of Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh, who made the first and only solo flight from 
New York to Paris in 1927. 
Lindbergh did it in 33 y> hours, flying a single engined 
Ryan monoplane. 
PLANS TO CONTINUE 
The Hughes plane, which probably will continue eastward 
on an around the world flight back to New York, left New 
York at 7:30 p. rn. EDT Sunday and arrived here at 1151 
a. rn. EDT., or 4:51 p. rn. Paris time. 
Hughes thus made the trip in 16 hours and 38 minutes. 
Just as Ambassador Myron T. Herrick greeted Lind­ 
bergh, Ambassador William C. Bullitt was on hand to extend 
warm congratulations to Hughes and his four companion 
fliers. 
Wind Helpful 
Hughes was five hours ahead of the schedule he had set 
He came through bad weather over the Atlantic and the 
eastern coast of Europe, flying by radio beam through rain 
and low hanging clouds. 
However, he had favorable winds after leaving mid-ocean 
and sped directly from the Irish coast to France via Cher­ 
bourg. He was not sighted from the ground after crossing 
the coast until the big plane appeared over this field just 
outside Paris. 
The plane landed at the north end of the field, avoicHng 
a dozen commercial planes, and taxied to the apron in front 
of the administration building. 
Ambassador Bullitt ran across the field and shook hands 
with Hughes, shouting joyfully.

The radio studies over this long 
base line will be carried out with 
automatic equipment set up with­ 
in the laboratories, and with a 
specially 
equipped 
radio 
truck 
which will be used to make field 
observations between the two fixed 
stations. 
Scientists believe th at continu­ 
ous records of changes in the ion­ 
osphere will not only help to Im­ 
prove 
radio 
communication, 
but 
may also yield vital information 
about the sun, the nature of the 
upper atmosphere and about earth­ 
ly weather. 
Shifts occur constantly In the 
ion layers, and 
sometimes very 
rapidly, throughout the day and 
night, and are caused chiefly by 
changes in the Intensity of the 
sun’s rediation.

A good substitute for the term “agricul­ 
tural marketing cooperation” would be “com­ 
mon sense operation.” 
Cooperation is simply sound business prac­ 
tice on the part of the grower. The growth 
and progress of American industry was 
largely the result of the application of the 
cooperative principle. The growth of Ameri­ 
can agriculture will be largely the result of 
the same factor. 
One farmer, standing alone, can have no 
choice in determining markets, prices, agri­ 
cultural policies or such other vital matters. 
Ten thousand growlers, represented by an ag­ 
gressive, responsible organization, can stand 
on their own feet and fight their own bat­ 
tles. That’s “common sense operation.” 


TAX NIGHTMARE COMING 


Twelve months from now, according to 
slide rule calculations of a government econ­ 
omist, the national debt of the federal gov­ 
ernment will be in excess of 43 billion dol­ 
lars—double what it was five years ago. For 
the fiscal year 1939, beginning July I, next, 
congress has authorized the expenditure of 
12.5 billions, six billions of which will be “def­ 
icit financed.” 
Breaking this sum down, it is found that 
during fiscal 1929, the federal government 
will spend $1,027,397,250 a mem th; $34,246,- 
575 every day; $1,426,940 each hour; $23,782 
every minute; or $396 every second. 
So what! Soak the rich, you say? Accord­ 
ing to file government economist (who got 
his figures from a treasury report), only 43 
people out of the 130,000,000 in the United 
States had incomes of a million dollars or 
more in 1937. Their aggregate income was 73 
million dollars and if every penny was 
squeezed from them it would I rely meet the 
government expenditures for 48 hours. 
Chloe more we are forcibly reminded that 
taxes—and deficits—are paid in the sweat 
of labor by the average citizen.

When you stop to think that if all the 
peace proposals that have been made in the 
last couple of years were dealt around among 
the inhabitants of the earth there’d probably 
be at least one for every man, woman, and 
child, you can't help but wonder if maybe 
after all it is man that makes war or some 
unearthly demon. 
Among recent arrivals is the suggestion of 
a professor of philosophy that a woman be 
made secretary of war. Women, he says, 
are by nature more peaceful than men, and 
less likely to start throwing remarks and 
punches until it appears there’s no other 
choice. 
There also comes to hand news of a couple 
of young Englishmen who want to run a 
foot race around the deck of an ocean liner 
boat from England to America, thus running 
all the way between the two countries and 
demonstrating, they say, everybody’s neigh­ 
borliness under the skin.

A WORTHY PROPOSAL 


Members of the California Highway Patrol 
are submitting to the voters, at the Novem­ 
ber election, a proposal that should meet 
with the approval of a great majority of 
our citizens. 
The proposed amendment seeks to place 
regulation of vehicular traffic, accident pre­ 
vention and traffic law enforcement in the 
i»w California Highway Patrol under a Cali­ 
fornia Traffic Safety Commission, and trans­ 
fers the personnel, property and support 
funds from the Department of Motor Ve­ 
hicles. 
The purpose of the bill is to place the 
patrol on an equal basis with all other im­ 
portant departments of state government, 
free to act where the duties are prescribed 
and to enforce the law. Under the bill the 
patrol will be responsible to the people of 
the state, the governor, the legislature and 
the administrative commission. This com­ 
mission will consist of three members, the 
attorney general, the controller and the di­ 
rector of finance for the State of California. 
The members of the commission will receive 
no salary as their duties will be purely ad­ 
ministrative and advisory and they will serve 
for the duration of their terms in office to 
which thev are elected or anpointed. 
Under the proposal annoiotments to the 
patrol will be the same as at present Orig­ 
inal positions will be filled bv entrance exam­ 
inations and advancement to higher grades 
will be made by promotional examinations. 
‘Another proposal made bv the automobile 
dubs of the state is 
advocated. This 
proposal, however, would create a commis­ 
sion of six with salaries of $5000 p^h '"'arly. 
The commission members would be ap­ 
pointed and there is little doubt but what 
the auto clubs would have a hand In nam­ 
ing the commission. In addition, the pro- 
pom! caMs for the commission to take over 
all the biediways. con^' 
and main- 
tftinance. It doesn’t take

W alker th at industry 
does not function primarily for the 
purpose of creating employment to 
a maximum number of people. If 
that were the case, lawyers should 
not install a typewriter in their of­ 
fices, presided over by one girt. 
Rather they should employ several 
copy clerks to do the work now 
done by one girl and a typewriter. 
Industry 
functions 
to 
produce 
goods which people want to buy. 
and a t a price th at makes them 
attractive to the buyer, and a t the 
same time a t a price that gives the 
producer all the profit he can safely 
take without making the price un­ 
attractive to the buyer, or making 
the cost of production too unat- 
tractivs to those who assist in the 
production. 
Another thing Mr. Walker appar­ 
ently overlooks I the fact that the 
buyer must be able to buy all the 
goods produced by band labor, and 
at a price to make a profit to the 
producer, or the laborers will be 
thrown out of employment 
Now 
if the public can buy all the goods 
produced by hand labor, then the 
machine 
producing goods, 
which 
eliminates hand labor, would give 
the public more for its purchasing 
power, or the same goods for less 
purchasing power. 
This leaves the buyer with a 
reserve of purchasing power which 
la no good to Lim unless those 
thrown out of work by the machine 
produce 
other 
goods 
which 
the 
buyer wants. 
At any rate there is 
no loss of purchasing power, but 
there is an Increase In goods, and 
the whole people benefit thereby 
I claim th at the way to the more 
abundant life is through econom­ 
ical production of desirable goods 
and not throwing a monkey wrench 
into the machine.

is indeed, encour­ 
aging. 
T r a d e ,

An even greater service could be 
rendered this nation if the Pres­

Morgenthau’s statem ent and go one 
step further in asserting th at he 
as President would not only not 
devaluate the dollar further, but 
would recommend to Congress that 
the 
Act 
of 
May 
12, 
1933, 
as 
amended, by which he was given 
authority to reduce the weight of 
the standard gold dollar unit to 50 
per cent of its previous weight, 
be repealed. 
So long ss this law 
remains In force, and so long as the 
President, as a consequence, has 
the authority to reduce the weight 
of the dollar from the present 59 
per cent to 50 per cent of the pre- 
1934 “IOO per cent” dollar, doubts 
will prevail as to whether Secre­ 
tary Morgunthau can 
make 
his 
recent anti-devaluation 
statem ent 
“stick.” 
Many people know full 
well that he has made admirable 
statements as to fiscal or monetary 
policies in the past which were 
nullified later by 
Presidential or 
Congressional action. 
II seems 
doubtful, 
therefore, 
whether 
the 
American public and Europe can 
be fully assured that our standard 
gold unit will pot again be manip­ 
ulated unless both 
the 
President 
and Congress also take the steps 
suggested. 
There are groups in this country 
that are working day and night to 
persuade the President to devaluate 
the dollar atilt 
further. 
Car ain 
groups Interested In building up 
their exports, certain farm bureaus 
and federations, and the Committee 
for the Nation, among others, have 
been 
agitating 
persistently 
tor 


further devaluation of the dollar. 
As an example 
of 
the 
typical 
attitude and procedure of the Com 
mitte* for the Nation, it sent a 
telegram to Secretary Morgenthau 
on June 21 denouncing him tor 
denying formally the current reports 
that the United States Is contem­ 
plating further devaluation of the 
dollar. It was this Committee, and 
those persons allied with it, that 
sold the New Deal Administration 
the devaluation and cheaper money 
bill of goods in 1933-1934. 
This 
Committee has worked persistently 
for currency inflation, devaluation, 
the silver subsidies, and w hat its 
members 
euphemistically 
call 
a 
“managed” currency. 
The Infla­ 
tionist, Senator Elmer Thomas of 
Oklahoma, has been perhaps the 
chief ally 
of 
the Committee 
In 
Congress. The devaluation theories 
of the late Professor W arren of 
Cornell 
University 
have 
been 
propagated steadily by this Com­ 
mittee, and It was his theory that 
was 
placed 
in 
effect 
by 
the 
government from October, 1931 to 
January 31. 1934. 
The most experienced and repu­ 
table monetary authorities of this 
country have consistently opposed 
the theories of the W arren-Thomas- 
Committee for the Nation clique. 
There is not a valid argument that 
can be offered for devaluation of 
the dollar from the point of view of 
the national welfare. 
Why should 
we export more

for 
less 
money in 
terms 
of 
gold?

be reduced? Why should we reduce 
the cost of our goods to foreigners 
while leaving the cost the same, or 
Snaking It higher, to our domestic 
purchasers?

DOUBLE PROFIT 
In every transaction, there should bs a doubt# 
profit, both parties betag benefited by ths tran sact 
(ion. Those who believe th at ths employer should 
never make a profit on tho buying of labor, fall ta 
realise that ths worker Invariably nudes a profit on 
selling hts labor, Ho Is benefited by IL He is buying 
money with his services and he can get more w ith 
th s money he gets than he can get using his scry* 
Ices himself, or selling them to any other Individual. 
In other words, he is making a profit, he is being 
benefited, by the money ho gets for his services. This 
is as It should bs. He is entitled to it lf he is selling 
his services on a free market. 
And by the same reasoning, ths employer m ust ba 
benefited when he Invests la labor. When there 
ceases to bs a profit on both sides, there ceases ta 
be employment. 
T hat Is largely w hat is the trouble a t present It 
Is very difficult to make any profit a t all In buying 
labor. And It is tbs exchange of services of labor 
and things th at greatly adds to the wealth of the 
world. It is this exchange th a t benefits both buyer 
and seller th at changes man from primitive tribes* 
men to civilisation. When people realise that thera 
m ust bs a double In profit on any transaction and 
coms to bel levs th at any group that by custom or 
by law. Insists on artificial profits on either sides 
we will again start on ths road to progress. 


OUR WOR8T ENEMIES 
W ithout a doubt, the worst enemies of ths people 
in the United States are those people with a paucity 
of Ideas end services th at other people desire. It is 
Invariably these people who plan a scheme to get 
themselves in some sheltered position and then sell 
to th s people the Impractical Utopias th at these vocal 
hum anists advocate and thus force their schemes 
on the public. They have no ideas, no services, tai 
which ths people can voluntarily subscribe. They 
can render no service themselves. They become cole rn 
lectivists for the sole reason th at they are lonesome 
in the world because of lack of recognition. They 
^ 
w ant to be Im portant and have no other possible way 
of getting attention other than by destructive cole 
lectlvlsm—by selling the crowd their theories and 
forcing their ideas on people with practical Ideas 
by the voting majority. 
In the last quarter of a century, these people havs 
brought on the Income tax law and the Clayton 
* 
Amendment, both of which made classes in our 
country. They have brought on the National Labor 
Relations Board; they have brought on the Wag* 
aer Act; they have brought on the Farm Bill; all of 
which have curtailed the ability of people with prac- 
tical ideas from functioning and serving humanity. 
These are our worst enemies and they are n o i^ ^ 
basking in tbs sunlight of seeing their Influence la 
the world; whether It Is for good or bad, is of little 
importance to them, lf It gives them recognition. 
Can you think of men of this type? Let them know 
how you regard them. They ere moral cowards and 
cannot stand up against honest public condemnation. 


TOW NSEND COST 
The Department of Commerce just issued a care­ 
fully prepared statem ent showing that the work­ 
ers receive 14 per cent, or possibly 85 per cent, od 
the total production. 
If this be true, th at the workers receive 84 per 
cent of the production, then they would be obliged 
to pay 84 per cent of the 2 per cent transaction tax; 
whatever that am ounts to. Only about IS per cent 
would come out of the merchants, gamblers and cap­ 
italists and 84 per cent would come out of the work­ 
ers' share. 
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PRICES, WAGES, BUYING 
The steel price reductions just announced are A 
promising movement which, if carried out rather 
generally, might well be an im portant stim ulus tai 
construction and other uses of m aterials in th s 
heavy goods industries. 
It has been a constant 
complaint of the last year th at m aterials of this 
character were too high and that building and relat­ 
ed activities were being retarded partly on th at ase 
co unL 
The other part of the complaint has been th a t 
wages in these particular fields were an obstructive 
influence, too. Ho alm ost the moment th s price cuts 
are announced in this one instance there arises a 
question about steel wages. Mr. Roosevelt stated a t 
once he was gratified a t the price reductions, espe­ 
cially because they Involved no wag# reductions. Ha 
then spoke of the desirability of the high wage-low 
price combination which could depend upon volume 
production and profits from thaL 
Tbs combination is desirable, although it cannot 
always be made to work out. This is because wages 
often ars the biggest single factor in production 
costs, and if they are materially advanced costs mag 
mount to a degree th at makes higher prices inev­ 
itable. 
Ths steel industry mads that explanation of its 
own price advances more than a year ago. It showed 
that wages recently had lieen stepped up twice, ones 
in November of HSC, and again in March of USI* 
the total wage Increase having been SI per cent, and 
a consequent wage level SO per oent above th at a t 
1929. 
It was further contended that steel prices then 
were Increased no more than had been made neces­ 
sary by the added wage and other costs, of produc­ 
tion. Hut the whole business seemed to He ga tacit it 
not direct agreem ent which left the steel contunera 
holding the bag. 
Here Is the stake of the publlo In ail such m atters. 
It ususlly pays the costs. And if the coats or prises 
get too high then consumption or buying is slowed 
flown, end both the producers end wage earners 
suffer along with the general consumer. 
Th* condition suggests th at it Is directly to tbs 
interest of I Kith employers and workers to hold pro­ 
duction costs a t a level th at wilt bring about ths 
highest possible consumption o f goods. T hat may sp 
may not necessitate a wage ss well ss price adjust­ 
ment In steel. 
Rut the Industry will have,to do much better 
to operate s t SS mr SO per oent of capacity lf the 
jority of Its workers are to I ta vs th* chanos to 
wages or there is to be the Chance of profits through 
granter volum e.-K ansas City Star.
